Jefferson City , Mo., April 5 .—A d es­ 


perate attempt was mad e at 1 o’clock 


this morning by fifty conv icts in the 


Missou ri penitentiary to blow u p the 


prison, kill the sev eral gu ard s, then 


escape and tu rn loose 300 men who 


are wearing stripes, serv ing sentences 


for all of the crimes-in the criminal 


catalogu e. 


Only the timely interference of two 


gu ard s, who risked their liv es, fru s­ 


trated the well-laid plans. 
Two conv icts, 
armed 
with gu ns, 
fired on the gu ard s. 
One gu ard brav ed the armed pris­ 
oners and thwarted the escape that 
wou ld hav e been su ccessfu l had 
less brav e man been on d u ty . 
Twenty pou nd s of d y namite, a bot­ 
tle of nitrogly cerin, 
two rev olv ers, 
cartrid ges and skeleton key s 
were 
fou nd ‘in the cell of one* of the con 
v icts. 
It is not y et known how these were 
obtained , hu t Ward en Woold rid ge is 
giv ing the matter a thorou gh inv esti­ 
gation, and the gu ilty persons will be 
sev erely pu nished . 
The news of the attempted escape 
is the talk of the capital tod ay , and 
the brav ery of the gu ard s who thwart 
ed the escape, and no d ou bt sav ed 
many liv es, is being commend ed on 
ev ery hand .

The Capital National bank’s state­ 
ment to the comptroller of the cu r­ 
rency shows resou rces of $1,25 5 ,490 
and $20,000 su rplu s.
